of the facts as reported at the time of the occur~ 
rence Woich has led to the trial now in progress. 

On :unday evening, the 5th day of November, 
1876, Thomas FBletcber Toibert,a young man, 
was shot by George Clark, son of Eonu. sichard 
H. Ciark, judge of the city court of Atlanta In 
a short while after being shot, Tolbert died of 
the wound. Toe circumstances of the killing 
were detailed at ihe time by the companion of 
of Tolbert, R 8. McWaters, as foilows: 

“Fletcher and myse:f were going out to St 
Paul's church, by an arrau,ement made in the 
évenivg. We were waiting o- the corer of 
Hunter and McDonou, h streets, under the trees 
for Ellis Chivers, who was going with us. We 
had been stauding there afew moments, when 
&y .Ubg MAA, WHO we aiterwards found out was 
George Clark, come up the street {rom tewards 
Johu Comnally’s house. He stopped as he 
reached us, aud shook hands with us. He then 
asked us “‘if we had seen Jim Smail?’’ We told 
him we bad not. He then told us he intended 
to kil him on sight. We laughed and talked 
about a minute, when he turned around sud 
denly and asked Fletcher if he “had said any- 
thing about a certuin lady.’’ (mentioning her 
name.) Fletcher replied that he hyd pot: add- 
ing that he didn't even know thelady. George 
tien said that whoever said anything abcut her 
was ‘a G—d d—d liar.” Fieicher laughed at 
this. and said he had nothing todo with it 
George kept cursing out loud, and finally 
Fletcher said to him: “You are drunk now, 
and you had better goon.” He was still per- 
fecitly good-humor:d, and was laughing when 
he.threw his left foot back, jerked outa _ pistol 
and putting it square again»t Fleicher’s breast 
fired. Fletcher jell back convulsive: y and 
caught agaist a tree. He then fell upon the 
ground. George turned at once upon me and 
fired. Iran around the corner. When I came 
back, I heard some one whistle. I thought it 
was Fietcher It turned out to be Ellis Chivers. 
T told him what had happened, and he went to 
Flietcher’s house. H had wa ked home and was 
in bed. 

George Clark was shortly after arrested at his 
heme by Sheriff Perkereon and placed in jail 
He was indicted for murder, .nd has sineé been 
in prison awaiting readiness for trial.

The card of Beujamin W. Briscoe 
published in Sunday's Constirution, makes it 
necessary that I should make a statement about 
the altered check that was presented to the 
Citizens’ bank for payment, and refused and 
denounced by meas a forgery. I will commence 
at the beginning of the matter, and give the 
facts 80 far as they come within my knowledge. 

John T. McGuire did not keep any regular 
account at our bank, but he bas time and again 
made special deposits and drawn drafts and 
checks against them. He made a special de- 
posit of one thousand dollars, which was 
counted by Mr. Patterson, and on November 
28th, 1876, Mr McGuire drew his sient check 
for ONE THOUSAND DOLLABS, payable to his own 
order, and Briscoe on that day brought that 
check endorsed by McGuire (se as to make it 
negotiable) to the Citizens’ bank, and I certified 
that it wes good. On the 23d of February, 1877 
Bri coe asked that that check, so vertified, be 
ronewed, which was done as an acc mmodatisa 
to him. He brought in the old check and 
holding it in bis hands, tore itintwo. He said 
he wished to take the half of it wi'h McGuire's 
name on it to Mc juire to show hin that the 
check had been destroyed and in my presecc* 
he tore the other half into smail pieces and 
threw them on the floor. The renewed check 
was asight check, and was for only one thousand 
dollars. {t was like the original check. On the 
24th of March, 1877, Briscoe came iu as before, 
and had the check renewed, and acted just as 
he did when the check was renewed first. The 
check was renewed.

I did not handle either of the old checks 
whe2 he would come in for

I asked him why he did not bring in his 
certified check of one thorsand dollais aud get 
he money on it. He replied he would do so 
if I would let him have six thousand dollars 
He seemed very anxious about getting the 
money, and urged it for some time, and as he 
was leaving remarked excitedly ‘that he would 
bea ruined man in ten minutes if he did not
